Status of Claims 

Claims 1-13, styled "AMENDED CLAIMS" and received 04/11/2006 are pending. 
The identification of claims 1-13 as the pending claims is consistent with the set of 
claims reviewed in the International Preliminary Report on Patentability (copy received 
04/1 1/2006) and is further consistent with the fees collected for the submission of 13 
claims. 

A second set of claims numbered 1-18 and labeled simply "CLAIMS" are also of 
record, and were received 04/1 1/2006. These claims have not been acted upon for 
purposes of the current election of species requirement. 

Applicant is respectfully requested to clarify the status of all pending claims. 
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Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
